F all the Circumftances attending 

this Nation in its publick Affairs, 

I think none aré fo unhappy as 

thefe of the publick Credit 5 and this Un- 

happyne(s confifts chiefly in its being fo un- 

reafonably liableto, and at the Mercy of 

every Accident, whether Real or Imagina- 

ry, that falls out to any other part of pub- 

lick Matters, whether immediately concera- 
ing itl If, or no. 

This isa Thing very prepofterous in it- 
felf, very unaccountable in its Caufes, and 
very pernicious it its Confequences, and yet 
the Reafon of it is aot Fuended in the Na- 
ture of the Thing, and therefore methinks 


I would fain be Inftromental to remove 


from our People the Miftakes they gou 
with Refpe& to publick Reasadtion? tir 
the Eyes of their Reafon being clear’d up, 
they may fee more clearly into Things, and 
not fall into Amufements, Surprizes, and. 
imaginary Perplexities, on every publick 
Matter, fo as to have thelr Pockets pick" 
every Weck, juft as the News that comes 
oe the Poft pleafes, or does not pleafe. 
them. 
Publick Credit is no more or Jefs, thaa 
the Satisfa@ion the People have in the Faith . 
and Honour of the Government : By the 
Government, is hese to be undesftood not 
the 
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the Minificy, not this or that Party, no, 
not the Queen Perfonally — But the Con~ 
Mitution, the Queen or Kiog for the Time 
‘being, and Parliament. 

I Jay this down previous to what I am to 
fay, becaufe on this Miftake, all our Ups 
and Downs, Rifing and Falling of Credit 
are form'd, and we fail into the Snares of 
the Stock-Jobbers, purely by mifplacing 
the Foundation of our publick Credit ; and 
it isWonce:ful, tothink how blindly weA@ 
in this Cafe, or rather how paflively we 
fuffer our felves to be ated, by a knot of 
Men, whofe Aim is meerly to Piunder us, 
by buying cheap from us, and felling dear 
to us the publick Funds 3 not as their Value 
really rifes and falls, but as our Spirits fink 
or float, in the Imaginatioa of the Tranf- 
aions of Europe. 

To lay this down as plainly as I cans 1 
fhall begia with Principles, which I hope is 
a right Way of Arguing, and from proving 
thofe Principles, 1 fhall proceed to draw 
Confequences that fhall convince any rea- 
fonable Perfon of the Folly I complain of, 
and how weak we are to be drawn into fuch 
a.Snare. 


“1. YT layit down asan undoubted Truth, 
That the Foundation of our Credit is the 
Conftitution, as % above noted, and nothing 
elfe 5 That ic is neither in the Crown, in 
the Adminifiration, orin any other Branch 
ofthe Government, but in the Parliament 3 
and therefore the Funds given for our Pa: - 
ment are not call’d Royal Funds, or the 
Queen’s Funds, but PARLIAMENT A- 
RY SECURITY ; fo that while Partia- 
ments remain, the Conftituticn ftands, 
and while this Nation is ander the Condu& 
of a Sov. rcigo anda Parliament, there 
an be no Defc&, no Hazard, no Poffibili- 
ty, hamaoly fpeaking, of the failing of 
that Foundation. 


2. That the Change of either-of thefe 
Branches, viz, The Demife of the Sove- 
reign, or the Diffolution of the Parliament, 
makes o0 Alteration in this Foundation ; 
Dot whatever Perfon fucceeds to theCrown, 


“and whatever Parliamen 


muft Maintain the Fou mn 0 
viz. The Honour and Juftice of Parliame 
of they cannot fubfift asa Government, nay, 
even tho’ the Pretender himfelf were to — 
come in, (which Heaven avert) yet if he — 
pretended to Govern by a Britifh Parlia- — 
ment, they muft make good thofe very 
Funds which were raisd tokecphim out. 


3. That for this Reafon—The Rifing and 
Falling of thefe Funds, orof the Value of 
Money lent upon them, isa meer pisce of 
Politick Nonfenfe, an Artificeof Men of 
Craft, brought in to cheat, trick and de- 
cieve one another, and is Managed Confe- 
quentialy, by Managing firft the Puffions, 
Fears, Jealoufies, and weak Apprehenfions 
of unthinking People,about publickMatters, 
according to which, fuch s their Madne/s, 
they will keepor part with their Eftates 
for more or lefs ; the Jstrinfick Value alithe 
while remaining the fame from the begin- 
ning, withou: any Alteration, and muft re- 
main the fame tothe Bnd, or elfe all our 
Eftates, Properties, Perfons, Religion, 
and Liberty fall with them. 


Thefe I lay down as undoubted Maxims, 
Priociples which no Mancan Difpute, and 
I think they are clear; and if they are, it 
is the moft unaccountable Miftake in our 
People, that oa every Uneafisefs, on the 
putting in or putting out this or that great 
Man, oo the March or Countermareh of e- 
very Party, on every little A@ion in the 
Field for or againft, away we run and fell 
our Bftares, or rather give away 2 or 3 per 
Ce»t. upon them As if 6 per Cent. or 
7 p:r Cent. were either worfe or berter, be- 
caufe this or tha: Minifter of State was put 
in or put out The Queftion is fairly, 
Is the Intereft Current? Is the Fund you 
lenc it upon fufficient ? Is the Parliament in 
being, on whofe Honour, and en whofe 
Juftice you lent your Money ? —— Unlefs 
every Event you are frighted with, touches 
the Foundation, ’cis che abfurde ft Thing in 
the World, that the Price of your Intrine 
fick fhould vary, asthe Ups and Downs of 
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and Validicy of this Thing 
the Confticacion, which is our ‘Par- 
amentary Security, confifts in its being 
he Only Foundation on which all our Foe 


all the Wheels of the Adminiftra- 


whole Circulation Stagaates, and the Body 
Politick muft tall into Convullions, and 
from theace into Death : This was the Rea- 
fon, why I always told you in the beginning 
of the late Changes among us, that what- 


> ever Miniftry, whatever Parliament, what-

muft be all Whigs, that is, chey muft all A& 
by the Order and Form, aud within the 


Circle ofthe Conftitution, and it is evident

that fo it has prov’d, indeed it could prove 
no ctherwile The Miniftry ot Bri- 
tain, let them be wno, and of what Party 
they will, have neicher Hagd to a@, or 

cet to walk, or Tongue to f{peax in the 
Adminiftration, but as the Conftitution 
direé@ts 3 all the Motions they make for- 
reign te this, are fo many Steps to deftroy 
not the Conftitution, but themfelves. In 
like manner in Matters of Credit All 
depends upon the Conftitution ; no Mini- 
firy, no Sovereign, no Foreign Tranfaai- 
om, no Home Cuntrivance can leffen our 
Eftablith’d Fund of Credit; if aay Miniftry, 
ifany Party, if any Perfon tekes a ftep to 
alienate, to weaken the Security of our 
Funds, on which this Credit is built, as So- 
lomon {aid of Adonijab, They do it again 
their own life, 1 mean Politick Life; Par- 
liamencary S-curity is as Sacred as the Par- 
liament itfelf >, when ic thal) ceale to be fo, 
we ceafe to be a Nation, Government dif- 
folves all into Rabble and Mob, and we are 
no more a Conftitution, but a meer wild 
Uaoconftituted Crowd. 

Were the King of France to Conquer us, 
and poffefs this Nation as his own, uale's 
he firft diffolv’d Parliamentary Goveru- 
ment, he could not diffolve Parliamentary 
Security 3 if he took upon him to keep up 
the Conftitution, he moft at the fame Time 
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preferve the Monout and Juftice of the Cons 
fticution ; nut to do that, would be to pre= 
ferve the Carcafs witbour the Soul, to have 
the Form only pnt not the Life, and to put. 
the tham of a Confiitution upon us, with. 
out the Being of it. . 

Thefe Things are fo Effential to one a- 
nother, that they cannot live afunder g 
Confiitution isno more a_Thiog in Being, 
thao its Parts are preferv'd entire; the Cine 
{ticution ij the Fusdamental of our Politick 
Life and Honour, Probity and Juftice are 
the Life of the Conftitutiose— Whenever 
any Breach is made in thefe, the Wound 
affe&s the Vitals of the Common Wealth : 
Thus theChain of Things holds all Govern- 
ment together 4 Parliament gives Life to 
Fuads and Credit 5 Conftitution maintaing 
Parliament ; Juftice, Law, and Property 
fupport Conftitucion 5 if Juftice dies, the 
Confticution languifhes, and muft die of 
courfe. 

From this Obfervation I deduce this Ia- 

ference. 


Your Funds are allbuil¢ upon the Con- 
ftitution, equally Sacred with the very Be- 
ing of Government, effential ¢o it, and 
whenever they tail, the whole Nation is 
blown up, Parliament, Soverelgn, Law, 
Property, Juftice an¢ Government itfelf 
huddi’d into one general Mafs of Confu- 
ior. 

Your Funds are as Subftantial as youe 
Conftitution, they cannot be fhaken but 
by a Convultion of the whole ; come Tory, 
Fscobite, High-Flyer, or what you will, they 
mult ftand, they muft be made good. 
Atk any Facobise, if their Pretender were 
tocome, would they not make good the 
Funds? They’llall tell you they would pree 
ferve them moft Sacred ;in fhore, the Fandg 
and the Abbey-Linds ftand all upon che 
fame Foot; they are difpers’d through all 
the Peopie, and there’s your Security, a- 
gainft Popery ; thefe are difpers’d among 
the whole Nation, and there’s theic Safety 
alfoe———- The whole Kingdom is Embark’d 
in them, they are Encorporated into oug
